While refusing 
to supply troops against the South at the request of President Lincoln, Kentucky remained officially neutral throughout the first half of 
1861. However, its intermediate position afforded Kentucky by its status as a border state caused neutrality to officially be broken in 
the fall when Confederate forces under Gideon Johnson Pillow occupied Columbus. A split state assembly eventually declared loyalty 
to the Union after General Grant responded by moving through to Kentucky and contesting the Confederate occupation 


PCGS 22, NGC 16, CAC 5. There are three in MS64+ at PCGS and only a single, non-CAC approved example has ever sold in 
auction, and that was six years ago! The current Collectors Universe Value for the MS64+ is only $14,500. PCGS has graded five 
coins finer, only one of which is CAC (a PCGS MS6S that is impounded in a major collection. We expect that coin would cost at least

By 
making tactical use of railroads to provide much needed 
reinforcements, the Confederate troops were able to gain an 
early victory over the unprepared Union.

On April 6-7, 1862, one of the most famous battles of the western theater of the war, the Battle of Shiloh, pitted the Union Army of 
Tennessee, commanded by General U.S. Grant against the Confederate Army of ssippi led by General Albery Sidney Johnston. 
The rebel forces attacked Grant at his position at Pittsburg Landing, trying to drive them away from the river and get them caught 

up in the swamps to the west. Time was of the essence, as Grant's forces were waiting for support from the Army of the Ohio, and 
Johnston wanted to defeat Grant before the additional troops arrived. The Army of the Ohio arrived at the right time, and on April 7 
was able to launch a counter attack which forced the Confederates to retreat and the Federal forces were able to press into Mississippi. 


PCGS 18, NGC 53. The last PCGS piece (NO CAC) to sell in auction brought $15,600 in April 2019. The current Collectors Universe 
Value is $20,000. If you do your research, you will see it is very hard to find really nice 1862 double eagles. This coin will be a great 
addition to any choice set!

Following the Emancipation Proclamation, abolitionist leaders in the North pushed for allowing freedmen to serve in the Army, The 
first regiment raised, the famed 54th Massachusetts Infantry, led by politically connected Col. Robert Shaw, was made famous by the 
award winning film “Glory.” At first, only allowed to perform manual labor jobs, and paid $10 a month compared with $13 a month 
for white soldiers, the troops of the 54th proved their mettle on July 18, 1863 when they were the spearhead of the charge on Battery 
Wagner in Charleston harbor. Sustaining severe casualties, including the loss of its commander, the attack was repulsed. By the end of 
the war, over 150,000 African-American troops volunteered to serve in the Union Amy.

In 1866, the motto was officially placed on all quarters, 
half dollars, dollars, half eagles, eagles, and double eagles. In 1956, at the height of the Cold War, the motto replaced E PLURIBUS 
UNUM as the official national motto.

B. MacClellan was the Democratic candidate, who was defeated by Lincoln in November, and Abraham Lincoln continued to lead the 
nation through to the end of the Civil War. 


PCGS 2, NGC 2. PCGS has graded NONE higher. There are NO auction records for ANY 1864 PR67 Cameo ever selling. That is a 
powerful statement as to its rarity.

While General Lee’s 1862 and 1863 invasions of the north 
are well known, resulting in the battles at Antietam and 
Gettysburg, few know that in June 1864, General Lee, in an 
attempt again to gain space at his front, dispatched the 2nd 
Corps, under Lt. General Jubal Early, to draw out the Union 
troops from the Shenandoah Valley, and if possible to invade 
Maryland- in the process, disrupting railroads and telegraph 
lines, and perhaps to threaten Washington, D.C. itself. During 
the course of the war, a network of fortifications, 37-miles 
long which included 68 forts which were connected by 
trenches and other works. By this point in the war, the bulk of 
the force defending these installations had been transferred to 
Grant’s army. (Interesting numismatic connection here: Union 
officials were warned of Early’s approach by John Garrett, the 
president of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad). In early July, 
while on its march through Maryland, Early’s Corps was able 
to achieve several victories. The Union defenses around the 
city gained reinforcements and after the first attack on Fort 
Stevens on July 11, it was determined on July 12 that another 
attack would be in vain, and the third Confederate invasion 
of the north ended the same way the previous two had, 
causing confusion and damage, but in the end a retreat back to 
Virginia.

While the mint produced “master coins”, “specimens”, 
and “proofs” intermittently in the early years, (often mintages 
were limited to 10 or fewer), by the mid-1850s, the mint was 
specifically striking sets of coins in Proof format for purchase 
by the burgeoning collector base. Those collectors could buy 


individual coins Proof coins, or full sets which went from the 
smallest to largest denominations, just gold, just silver, or just 
base metal minors (thus different mintages for each metal coin 
fora given year). Over the successive decades, sets might have 
been spent (if the family was experiencing hard times), broken 
up as a way to split a collection after the original owner’s death, 
or by some other factor. In more recent years, since the advent 
of third party grading and Set Registries, the sum of the parts 
might be worth more than the whole 


The Buckeye II Collection features a run of sets, from 1856 to 
1861, graded by PCGS and/or NGC, as well as an 1867 set that

is “raw” and housed in a Capital Plastics holder. The sets that 
are certified, as soon as you lay them out, can be easily seen 
to have very similar toning pattems on the silver coins and the 
grades are all in a uniform range. What makes these special, 
especially the 1856 to 1858 sets, is that certain coins are in 
demand from so many different collector groups that those sets 
are extremely rare when still intact. EAC collectors have strong 
demand for the half cent and large cent. Type collectors love 
the Flying Eagle cents, while the 1856 Flyer and 1858 Seated 
dollars are KEY issues in their respective series, so those have, 
likewise, often been taken out to sell to those who need them 
for their sets.

While copper coinage began in earnest in 1793 
and silver in 1794, the surety bonds required to strike gold 
coins were not paid until 1795. The first issuance of half 
eagles required 12 pairs of dies to strike the entire mintage. 
While the mint reports show a mintage of 8,707 struck in 
1795, the early mint kept using dies until they failed, thus 
coins dated 1795 would have been struck later in 1796 to 
1798. John Dannreuther estimates that 400-800 examples of 
this die marriage were struck, with about 12-15 known today 
in all grades, The Bass coin is still impounded in the Bass 
Core Collection on loan to the ANA. 


Any 1795 gold coin is a “blue chip” of American 
numismatics, an iconic coin that is always in demand from 
collectors regardless of condition. Today, precious few high 
end examples survive for collectors. Many have major flaws 
that preclude numeric grading. Those “nice” enough to get 
a numeric grade will often still show signs of cleaning or 
conservation to some extent, Unconserved, unmolested, 
naturally toned, original examples are very rare.
